Jones 
County Agricultural Agent. 
Clayton said that 
farmers 
now have available more post- 
em ergence 
herbicides 
than 
ever before to help them in 
tile fight but that the number 
one weed control practice was 
si ill mechanical - rotary 
hoc 
equipped tractors More than 
51.000 were used last year in 
173 counties, he 
added, 
and 
they did a good job. Careful 
attention to the operation of 
this equipment is tho secret of 
its success, he said. 
As for tho herbicides, Clay­ 
ton said herbicidal oil gives 
very effective control of small 
weeds and grass. This is an 
old practice, he added and can 
be used to get out the grass 
for about $1 50 an acre. Condi­ 
tions must he right for its use, 
timing must he correct and 
application made with preci­ 
sion. he added. 


He listed the following as 
other recommended post -em er­ 
gence herbicides 
and 
herbi­ 
cide mixtures, Diuron and Ca- 
parol plus a surfactant - they 
are effective in the control of 
a wide range of weed species 
and do the best job on small 
actively growing weeds, They 
are used after the cotton is too 
large for lateral oiling. 


Dsma plus a surfactant is ef­ 
fective against many grass spe­ 
cies including 
the cocklebur, 
he said 
I* 
is more effective 
under hot dry conditions, above 
75 degrees F. Its effectiveness 
is reduced when applied under 
cool, wet conditions, the agent 
said. 


Diuron 
Plus Dsma plus a 
surfaeant is more effective a- 
gainst a w ider ran ho of weeds 
and grass species under some 
conditions than either ut the 
two m aterials used alone, said 
Clayton. This mixture is des­ 
irable when the weeds present 
include 
crabgrass, 
morning- 
glory, 
cocklebur, 
goosegrass 
and 
seedling 
Johnsongrass. 
Also when w eeds are border­ 
ing on a drouth stressed con­ 
dition of growth and when the 
weeds and grass are in various 
growth stages Cotton should 
he more than six inches high 
when the mixture is used. 
The cotton 
specialist 
sug­ 
gests 
that 
cotton 
producers 
visit their local county agent 
and pick up copies of MP-504. 
“Lateral O iling of Grass and 
Weeds in C otton” and B-1G29, 
“Suggestions for Weed Control 
with Chem icals.” Both list ap­ 
plication rates and many sug­ 
gestions for the 
timing 
and 
proper use of the materials. 
Good wood fighting weather 
could really give a boost to 
control practices, and chemi­ 
cals. m achines and hoe hands 
will probably .til be needed, 
Clay ton said.

Jte se fingerling bass should 
weigh one to two pounds next 
spring. A few tips follow for- 
r x>1 fishpond management. 
Fertilise your pond. A pro- 
.^rly fertilised fishpond will 
support 4-5 hundred founds of 
fish compared to 1-1.5 hundred 
pounds without fertilizer. Of 
this amount supported, the com­ 
parison of fish produced will be 
about 2 hundred pounds fertili­ 
sed to 15-30 pounds unfertili­ 
zed. Fertilizer also helps con­ 
trol moss and waterweeds. It 
stimulates the rapid and abun- 
tant growth of tiny m icroscopic 
plants (plankton). These pro­ 
duce food for the sm all Insects 
and worms that are In turn food 
for the fish. A Bluegill needs 
4-5 pounds of insects for a one 
pound gain. A Bass needs 4-5 
pounds of Bluegills to gain one 
pound. Fertilize ponds with IOO 
,)Ounds of 8-8-4 of 40 pounds of 
2 -20-5 per surface acre, Begin 
early in the Spring and check 
often by sticking hand and arm 
into the water. If your hand is 
vi si able at elbow depth, th# 
pond needs additional fertilizer. 
The average pond needs 8-12 
hundred pounds of fertilizer per 
surface acre per year. 
Don’t fish the pond the first 
year following stocking. Bass 
should be allowed to spawn 
before fishing begins. Check 
tills next year with a minnow 
seine, lf fingerling bass are 


present, its tim# to begin fish­ 
ing. 
Fish the pond correctly. After 
the Bass hive succesfully spa­ 
wned, the pond win contain IU 
lim it of fish in pounds, blo more 
weight can be produced unless 
you remove some. However, 
the Bluegills must be consider­ 
ed as harvest fish from 4 oun­ 
ces. 
A good bass production 
depends on s steady production 
of little bluegills all summer. 
If the ratio of bess-bluegill 
gets out of balance In favor of 
the bluegills, the bass will be 
harder to catch. Correl t this by 
removing bluegills, lf the ratio 
is out of balance the other way 
the bass will be stunted. C or­ 
rect this by fertilizing and re ­ 
moving some larger bass. 
How hard can you fish a Pond^ 
It Is often said, “ You can’t 
overfish a pond with hook-and 
line fishing.” This is true in 
one sense but not quite true in 
another. Frequent fishing is 
good for the fish population 
since the remaining fish grow 


barger. Heavy fishing does not 
permanently deplete the pood, 
but causes alternate periods of 
good arui bed fishing. Extremely 
heavy fishing affects fishing 
even longer. 
Socking rates, ac conn ag to 
J. C. Morrow, Department of 
the Interior, are as follows: 
erne hundred bass and Blue­ 
gills per surface acre. Fifty 
channel catfish per surface sere 
are 
recommended oy them ­ 
selves or twenty-five with other 
sport fish. 
F)or those co-operators who 
have ordered fish that have not 
yet been delivered, this note 
was received from the hatchery.

wherever practicable,” Gene­ 
ral Orrick said. 
For example, the dlvidion will 
use over a quarter of a million 
rounds of blank ammunition In 
mock battles. They will shoot a 
like amount of shells using 
every weapon from the familiar 
MI rifle to the heavy 8-tnch 
howitzers on training ranges. 
General O rrick said he wants 
the division to fulfill Its own 
training requirem ents and con­ 
currently meet the demands 
placed on the modern reserve 
forces. He encouraged his com­ 
manders at all levels to ex­ 
ercise their own initiative to 
get the best training Job done. 
The three combat brigades, 
which 
are 
headquartered at 
Houston, Fort Worth and Dal­ 
las, will move their tank and 
infantry battalions Into the hilly 
backwoods of Fort Hood for 
maneuvers the first week. Div­ 
ision artillery units from the 
Wichita Falls, San Angelo, Sha­ 
mrock, 
Paris 
and Marshall 
areas will alternate firing posi­ 
tions In the field over the two 
weeks period. Support elements 
will bivouac the second week. 
Each member of the division 
can expect to spend at least 
four nights In the field on biv­ 
ouac, General O rrick added. 
The 49th will move from all 
corners of Texas--76 towns all 
total--by m ilitary convoys that 
will take two days to close on 
Fort Hood. Some will stretch 
430 miles from the Lower Rio 


Grand Valley while at least one 
unit, at Gatesville, will travel 
less than one mile from its 
arm ory at North Fort Hood. 
A division spokesman said over 
7,000 Guardsmen will take part 
In the training. 
There will be many special 
features. The division’s annual 
mounted review is scheduled 
July 24. A command post ex­ 
ercise Is planned for two days 
to test the decision-maklng abi­ 
lity and communications of di­ 
vision, brigade and battalion 
staff m em bers. The Fort Worth 
based Second Brigade will co­ 
ordinate an awesome firepower 
demonstration on July 23 that 
will include every weapon and 
combat element of the division 
with tactical jet fighters. Selec­ 
ted mem bers of the division will 
attend a two weeks school to 
learn new techniques In the 
deadly 81-mm m ortars. 
“ Mainly, the men will be 
learning their military skills by 
doing their jobs,” General O r­ 
rick said. And, that job may be 
taking an enemy-held hill, or 
shoving home another round In 
a 90-mm tank gun, or standing 
guard - - all tasks the 49th’s 
Guardsmen must be ready to do.
